Enterprise initially received two 
sirens that are located at the YMCA 
and at the Special Projects School 
on Carrol Street. Enterprise 1s 
scheduled to receive six additional 
sirens, and their addition will pro- 
vide outdoor warning of impending 
storms for the majority of the city. 

New Brockton’s siren is located 
just off Main Street behind The 
Peoples Bank. 

The town of Kinston is slated to 
receive an outdoor warning siren 
that should be installed by the end 
of February 2000. That siren is ten- 
tatively scheduled for placement on 
West Main Street near the intersec- 
tion of Peachtree Street. 

Initial placements of the sirens 
were selected to ensure coverage of 
school playgrounds, downtown 
areas, and other areas used primari- 
ly for outdoor activities. 

An audible test of the sirens will 
be conducted at noon on the first 
Wednesday of each month. The test 
tone will be the same as the tone 
sounded for a tornado, but the dura- 
tion of the test will be one minute. 
An actual tornado warning tone will 
be sounded for three minutes. The 
first test is scheduled for Jan. 5, 
2000, and it will provide a good 
opportunity to think about your 
actions during an actual tornado 


warning. The test will also provide 
an opportunity for organizations 
(schools, businesses, and senior citi 
zens centers) to test their tornado 
drills. 

In the event of an actual tornado, 
you should take immediate persona! 
safety precautions and listen to 
either WKMX, WZTZ or yout 
NOAA weather radio for further 
information concerning the torna 
do’s location, direction of move 
ment, etc. The sirens will not sound 
an “All Clear” tone. 

Finally. the sirens will be tested 
silently at noon on each Tuesday 
The sirens rotate and emit a high 
frequency tone during the silent 
test, but the tone is not audible to 
humans or animals.

A glimpse from the past - December 31, 1899

Dora Tate Mason 


Here it is the last day in 1800 and I feel like I must say a few 
words although it is getting very late. There have been many 
changes in our household since I last wrote almost two years ago. 
My own dear Grandma was taken sick on my seventeenth birthday 
Dec. 26, 1898 and only lasted two days. I am now staying in the 
room over Mamma’s, the boy’s old room and how I do miss 
Grandma. Will is at work with the Edison Portland Cement Co. of 
West Orange, New Jersey. James is teaching school at Spottswood, 
Augusta Co., Virginia. He was there last year. Ruth married Sam 
Beard on October 11, 1899 and they are staying with us this winter. 
It certainly seems funny to be called Miss Mason every time I turn 
around, This has been a very Merry Christmas and I hope to have 
as happy a New Year. It is very cold now, about 20 degrees below 
zero last night and about as cold tonight. I expect to finish school at 
the Lewisburg Female Institute this year and I have no idea what I 
will do next year. I have lots more to say this last night of the year 
but as it is eleven I feel it is my duty to stop. I have a good many 
little things to regret during this past year but I think I am happier 
and have more cause to be than inost people for God has been good 
to me and I pray that he will guide me through this coming year 
and make it the best of my life. | have many resolutions to make, 
one of which is to try to be at prayers and breakfast each morning 
for itworries my dear papa and mamma and they are so good to me 
I ought not to worry them at all. Another resolution is to be better 
and more gentle to the children. Another to be more earnest about 
my religious duties. Another to study hard and try to keep my tem- 
per and tongue for with me my tongue is certainly “an unruly 
member”. Another to be more thoughtful of others and not think so 
much of myself but I must not forget to overcome my spirit of jeal- 
ousy and conceit. | pray God will make these resolutions realities 
and not merely New Year resolutions. When I begin to look at 
myself I find so many faults that I can’t begin to name them but 
write down some of the largest so they will be impressed on my 
mind. And now [ end this littke note by many wishes for a Happy 
New Year to my whole family and the world included. This is the 
last time I expect to date anything in 1800. 


The above was written by Dora Tate Mason, born December 
26, 1882. She was seventeen at the time and wrote this in her 
diary the last day of the 1800s. She married Charles William 
Biggs, June 15, 1904. Charlotte Hobson is her granddaughter. 
Dora Tate lived until April 2, 1954 in Lewisburg, West Virginia. 


The facts on foodborne illness

We hear about foodborne illness 
on the news, but many of us don’t 
really understand what foodborne 
illness is, how it is spread and how 
it can affect us. 

Thousands of kinds of bacteria 
are present naturally in our envi- 
ronment. Not all bacteria cause 
disease in people. In fact, we use 
some beneficial bacteria to make 
yogurt and cheese, 

Those bacteria that do cause ill. 
ness are called pathogens. When 
certain pathogens enter the food 
supply, they can cause foodborne 
illness. Only a few types ot 
pathogens cause millions of cases 
of foodborne illnesses each year 

People may be ill with a food 
borne illness and not realize it 
Foodborne illness often shows 
itself with flu-like symptoms such 
as nausea, vomiting, diarrhea or 
fever. But the proper processing or 
cooking of food can prevent most 
cases of foodborne illness that 
destroy bacteria, 

Age and physical condition place 
some people at higher risk than 
others no matter what type of bac- 
teria is involved, Infants, pregnant 
women, the elderly and people with 
compromised immune systems are 
at the greatest risk from any 
pathogen 

Just how do bacteria get into our 
food? It may be present on prod 
ucts When you buy them, Raw 
meat, poultry, seafood and eggs are 
not sterile, neither is produce such 
as lettuce, lomatoes, sprouts and 
melons 

Foods, including safely cooked, 
ready -to-eat foods, can become 

Leross contaminated with bacteria 


transferred from raw products, 
meat juices or other contaminated 
products and from poor personal 
hygiene, Bacteria multiply rapidly 
between 40 and 140. To keep 
food out of this danger zone, it’s 
important to keep cold foods cold 
and hot foods hot. 

Store food in the refrigerator at 
temperatures 40 F, or below or in 
the freezer at temperatures OF or 
below. Cook most foods to 160 F 
and cook roasts, steaks and chops 
of beef, veal and lamb to 145 F, 
Maintain hot, cooked food at 140 
F or above. Reheat cooked foods 
to 165 F 

If you suspect foodborne illness, 
follow these general guidelines 

|, Preserve the evidence. If a 
portion of the suspect food is avail 
able, wrap it securely, mark “Dan 
ger’ and freeze it. Save all of the 
packaging materials, such as cans 
or cartons, Write down the food 
type, the date and time consumed 
as Well as when symptoms began to 
appear. Save any identical, 
unopened products, 

2. Seek treatment as needed. If 
the victim is a member of an at-risk 
group, seek medical care immedi- 
ately. Also, if symptoms persist or 
are severe, such as bloody diarrhea, 
excessive nausea and vomiting or 
high temperature, call your doctor, 

3. Call the local health depart 
ment if the suspect food was served 
at a large gathering, from a restau 
rant or other food service facility or 
if it is a commercial product, 

4. Call the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture Meat and Poultry Hot- 
line at 1-800-535-4555 if the sus- 
pect food is a USDA-inspected 
product and you have all of the 
packaging

Americans love 
hamburgers

Let’s face it. Millions of Ameri- 
cans love a great hamburger. 
Whether it’s topped with tomato, 
lettuce, onion or cheese; cooked on 
the stove or on the grill in the 
backyard, the hamburger is truly an 
American tradition. 

The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture reminds us that hamburger and 
other meat products could contain 
bacteria that are harmful, especially 
to children, if not cooked or han- 
dled properly. That's why we 
encourage you to follow these sim- 
ple food safety rules: 

After shopping, quickly freeze or 
refrigerate all ground meat and 
other perishable foods. 

Never thaw food on the counter 
or let it sit out of the refrigerator for 
more than two hours. 

Wash hands, utensils and work 
areas with hot soapy water after 
contact with raw meat to keep bac- 
teria from spreading. Also wash 
hands after using the bathroom or 
diapering a child. 

AND MOST IMPORTANTLY, 
whether you are cooking hamburg- 
ers at home or eating them out, 
check them with a fork to make 
sure they are done all the way 
through. Make sure no pink is 
showing before you take a bite. 
Send back any undercooked ham- 
burger or other foods made from 
ground meat. Cook all dishes made 
with ground meat until brown or 
gray inside, or to an internal tem- 
perature of 160 degrees F.

Non-Traditional Dove Hunting Tactics 


..Dove hunting, by the traditional 
method is still the most productive 
way to bag a limit of birds. A large 
party of hunters take their stand on 
a field that has an ample supple of 
waste grain such as peanuts, corn, 
wheat, millet, etc. to attract large 
flocks of doves. One just sits on his 
stool or lawn chair and waits for 
birds to fly within range and then 
fires away. 

But sometimes conditions dictate 
a different tactic. A landowner may 
give you permission to hunt his land 
but stipulates that he does not want 
a lot of people hunting with you. 
Or, one may find he has an unex- 
pected opportunity to hunt but does- 
n’t have time to organize a tradi- 
tional hunt. There are alternative 
ways to bag a limit of southern 
doves. 

If you like a little challenge, long 
range shots at doves walked up in 
grain fields can provide some 
sporty wing-shooting. Many ani- 
mals and birds will not fly or run if 
the hunter does not approach them 
directly but takes a path of approach 
that is at an angle or oblique to 
then 

Th. tactic seems to work well on 
doves Under ideal conditions the 
sun sh uld be to the hunters back 
and the *vind to his face. Doves do 
not have a keen sense of smell but 
their hearing is good. Walking into 
the wind will muffle foot noise as 
you approach through field stubble. 

Keeping « low profile with some 
object, such as bushes, grain stub- 
ble, tall w sds, hay bales, ete. 
between yo: and the birds will 
enable you « “et closer before they 
flush. Tighte chokes and heaver 
loads will inc -ase your chances 
when walking .p feeding doves.

Food safety educators recom: 
mend people use a food thermome: 
ter When cooking meat and poultry 
to ensure a temperature high 
enough is reached to kill foodborne 
bacteria. But a recent study by 
federal agencies shows less than 
half of the population owns a food 
thermometer and only 3 percent 
use one often when cooking ham- 
burgers 

A food thermometer takes the 
guesswork out of cooking. You 
know when your food has reached 
a safe temperature. It will also 
help you avoid overcooking and 
allow you to achieve the best fla- 
vor of your food. 

There are two basic types of 
food thermometers-digital and dial 
models. You can find both types in 
most kitchen and grocery stores 

The digital ones provide a digital 
readout of a specific temperature 
on top of a long metal stem. They 
are battery-powered and will need 
to be turned on and off. Most will 
register the food’s temperature in 
less than 5 seconds. 

Digital thermometers are placed 
in the food at the end of cooking to 
check final cooking temperatures. 
This makes them ideal for measur- 
ing temperature in thin foods such 
as hamburgers and chicken breasts 
They are no oven-safe and should 
not be immersed in water. 

Dial thermometers have a range 
of temperature featured on a round 
dial on top of a long metal stem. 
Large dial thermometers are oven- 
safe and good for large roasts and 
whole poultry

Large ovenproof dial 
thermometers can be inserted into 
turkeys, Whole poultry and roasts 
at the start of cooking and remain 
there throughout the cooking 
process. Insert the thermometer in 
the center of the thickest portion 
without touching fat or bone. 

For digital thermometers, insert 
the stem about a half inch or less 
straight into the center of the thick- 
est part of the food without touch 
ing fat or bone. The temperature 
will take less than 5 seconds to 
register,

Make fruit surprise in 
lunch box: it provides 
good nutrition

You wouldn't let your youngster 
eat cookies for breakfast, so why 
would you send them in the school 
lunch box? Oh sure, every kid 
enjoys finding a treat at lunch time, 
but a steady diet of cookies and 
candy just doesn’t make the grade. 
Why not try fresh fruit as a sweet 
surprise at lunch time? Its easy to 
prepare, doesn’t have to be refriger- 
ated, and most youngsters need to 
eat more in order to get the recom 
mended number of servings per 
day. The nice thing about fresh fruit 
is that a lot of it comes with its own 
natural wrappers. All they need is a 
good washing and they are ready to 
go in your lunch box, OF course, 
some fruits, like bananas, need to 
be handled more gently than others 
are. As recommended by the U. S 
Department of Agriculture in the 
Food Guide Pyramid, school-age 
children should eat two to tour 
servings from the Fruit Group 
every day. One medium apple, 
banana, or orange counts as one 
serving. Also half a cup ot 
chopped, cooked, or canned fruit 
counts as one serving, 

Juice is another good item to put 
in your lunch bag, and three-quar 
ters of a cup of fruit juice counts as 
one serving of fruit, Make sure you 
are getting fruit juice and not fruit 
drink, Some fruit drinks contain as 
litle as 10 percent juice and are 
mostly water and sugar. So, the
